It was just another normal Monday in September 
at Tyler Junior College: hot and slow. One of those 
days where people don’t want to climb out of bed in the 
morning cause they’re feeling lethargic. For a group of 
EMT students, however, this day was soon to become

They were about to face 
a true test of all they’ve been 
working towards. 

“I heard the sound 
first, before I saw it,” said 
Kimberly Allen, first-level 
EMT student. 

Jamie Guerra, a 
TJC student, had been struck 
“■“ and run over by a car in the 

Pirtle Technology parking 
lot. Luckily for her, Allen and a group of first-level 
EMT students were on a break from their class and came 
rushing to her rescue. 

Upon arriving at the scene, the first thing the 
students did was assess the situation before deciding 
what was the best way to help Guerra. 

“We saw the lady up under the car with her backpack 
still on,” said Deb Donahue, professor and coordinator of

Tips women can use 
to defend themselves 
against predators

One out of every four female college students in the 
United States has been a victim of rape or attempted rape, 
according to vassar.edu.com. 

Although Tyler Junior College has tools in their tool 
belt they use to keep female students safe, these students 
are also responsible to take precautions as well in order to 
not be one to add to the statistic. 

Here are five tips by Campus Police, East Texas Crisis 
Center and students that female TJC students can take to 
stay safe on campus or abroad. 

1. Know how to defend oneself. 

More than just being physically prepared for an attack, 
a woman should have a mind-set that is trained for action 
when she is threatened. 

Brittany Taylor, Art major, says that she takes the Tae 
Kwon Do class that is offered at TJC to know how to de¬ 
fend herself in case of emergency. 

Randy Melton, director Campus Police adjunct pro¬ 
fessor and criminal justice, suggested that female students 
use whatever they have handy as a way to defend them¬ 
selves, such as a set of car keys which are able to give enough 
impact to the predator so that the victim can escape. 

2. Always be aware of surroundings. 

Many students get too caught up in a phone call or 
thinking about too many things to realize where they are 
and who is around them, especially at night. Although the 
campus has campus police, a lanyard policy and surveillance 
cameras, women have to be prepared for the unexpected. 

“You need to pay attention,” said Officer Melton, “ I 
think that if you walk to your car, you should have your keys 
in your hand... and your cellphone pretty close by.” 

3. Appear calm and confident and follow your gut 
feeling. 

When threatened, one of the main reactions is to look 
panicked and rushed and thus be seen as vulnerable.

More than ever, students are 
living in a highly connected world. 
It’s now almost a given - everyone 
has a social network they invest 
time in, use to connect to friends 
and family, and share their daily 
activities with the world. For most of 
the billions of connected Facebook, 
Twitter, Instagram, and Vine users, 
not a day goes by without an update 
- their followers expect fresh, new 
insight into the life of the user. Even 
businesses and organizations are 
flooding the web via social networks, 
eager to reach the droves of eyes 
and ears locked onto their screens. 
With smartphone usage approaching 
complete saturation, access to these 
services is constant and immediate to 
almost everyone, and posting to a site 
of choice is becoming second nature. 

Behind these completely 
innocent and seemingly harmless 
activities lies the potential for a 
serious issue that is rapidly escalating 
to epidemic status. Some find 
themselves psychologically addicted 
to the social networks they subscribe 
to: missing sleep in order to refresh 
Vine a few more times, shunning 
face-to-face interactions with their 
peers in favor of Twitter, tuning out 
of social situations in order to snap 
the best possible shot for Instagram, 
and even obsessing to the point 



of physical 

illness over the number of likes and 
dislikes their latest Facebook status 
garners. This “internet addiction” 
has exploded in recent years, and is 
becoming a disturbing and serious 
trend - so much so that earlier this 
week, the Behavioral Health Services 
at Bradford Regional Medical Center 
in Pennsylvania became the first 
hospital to offer a ten day “internet 
addiction” rehab program for patients. 

Dr. E. F. Tann, a Psychologist 
for Jacksonville Independent School 
District, weighs in on the issue: 

“While social media can be 
a useful tool, it also can become 
extremely addictive because of the 
constant affirmation it provides. If 
you find yourself becoming agitated 
or nervous when you haven’t checked 
your status in a couple of hours, or if 
you find yourself constantly with your

in your hand, if you 
have to turn back around 
to go home to retrieve your 
smartphone if it is forgotten, or if you 
are logging into social media several 
dozen times a day, you may very well 
have an addiction.” 

The underlying causes for this 
illness are still under intense debate 
in the medical world, but one recently 
published report in the German 
Frontiers in Human Neuroscience 
journal suggests that the brain is 
hard-wired to seek the thrill of the 
post with the most likes. 

The report, published by Dr. 
Dar Meshi and Hauke R. Heekeren, 
seems to “demonstrate that across 
participants, ‘ when responding to 
gains in reputation for the self, relative 
to observing gains for others, reward- 
related activity in the left nucleus 
accumbens predicts Facebook use.” In 
simpler terms - humans are naturally 
programmed to seek acceptance and a 
good reputation, things which social 
networking provides readily. 

That desire for acceptance and 
praise ranks as a very high priority

With the help of the EMT students and other 
TJC student witnesses, the group lifted the car 
off of Guerra while others held her head still and 
pulled her out. As soon as she was out from un¬ 
der the car, the students went to work assessing 
her wounds. By that time, the paramedics had 
arrived, and the students helped put her in the 
ambulance. 

Thanks to these students, Guerra was able to 
get vital, immediate medical attention, before the 
ambulance even; something that most car-wreck 
victims aren’t able to receive. 

“They (the EMT students) were calm and 
they acted professional. They did up to their 
training,” Donahue said. 

At TJC, the EMT students are trained solve 
problems and save lives. They are taught every¬ 
thing from basic care like applying an oxygen 
mask to more advanced things like I Vs and more. 
They don’t shy away from an accident; they’re ea¬ 
ger and ready to help people. 

“We run towards things. If someone is in 
need, we just go to it,” Donahue said. 

An essential part of their jobs as paramedics 
is being able to work as a group. Teamwork and 
communication are necessary to their jobs run¬ 
ning smoothly. It’s always about the patient. 


Accidents happen all the time, and it’s im¬ 
portant to be prepared for them. Even for those 
who are not going into the medical field, there are 
a few basics that are wise to learn. 

“Go get your basic CPR. Take a couple 
classes, they’re free or if they’re not free they’re 
cheap. Go to the Red Cross for those. (Learn) 
basic first aid. Make sure you call 911, and try to 
stay calm. That’s the big one, I think. Stay calm 
and think clearly,” Nate Hill, a first level EMT 
student, said. Hill was one of those who helped 
lift the car off of Guerra. 

These students did not do this to look heroic 
or for any satisfaction to themselves. They did it 
because it’s their instinct to help people, and at 
the end of the day, that’s what drives them. 

“The whole idea of helping someone... there 
is nothing like it,” Allen said.

“Stand very tall, walk very confidently, 
and just trust your instincts,” Melton 
said. It is better to be safe than sorry. 
Listening to that feeling deep inside 
saying something suspicious is happen¬ 
ing can keep one from becoming a vic¬ 
tim of an attack. 

“If you see a group that looks like 
they wouldn’t be too respectable, you 
should not go around them,” said Ali¬ 
son Dosser RN Nursing major. 

4. Be around people you can trust. 

The saying is valid that safety is 
in numbers. The chance of being as¬ 
saulted is less when one does not find 
themselves alone, especially in dimly lit, 
sketchy places. 

“Know who you are with and know 
something about them before you just 
get into the car and says, ‘Hey, I’m go¬ 
ing to the club,’ and you hop in with 
them,” said Peggy Scott, Campus Police 
corporal. 

The importance of women having 
a good knowledge of who they are with 
is because 73% of sexual assaults are car¬ 
ried out by non-strangers, and 38 % of 
rapists are friends or acquaintances of 
the victim according to rain.org. 


“Being kidnapped is a scary thing, 
I have been kidnapped before... you 
don’t ever forget it... If you are going to 
go out with friends make sure they are 
friends that you can trust,” said Dosser. 
5. Be heard. 

Fear of misjudging a suspicious 
character or drawing attention are the 
main reasons why women will not make 
their voices heard when attacked or 
threatened. 

“Your voice is a very powerful 
tool...,” said Britney Hilbun sexual as¬ 
sault program coordinator for the East 
Texas Crisis Center, “.. .If all you got to 
do is yell and the dude runs away, then 
you know you have definitely saved 
yourself.” 

If a woman feels threatened, she 
can call the 24/7 Campus Safety emer¬ 
gency number, 903-510-2222. Also, 
for those who are taking night classes, 
Campus Safety provides an escort for 
those who don’t want to walk to their 
car alone. 

“If they are (female students) afraid 
for their safety, for some reason, like it 
could be ex-boyfriend hanging around, 
again, give us a call,” Melton said.

in the human subconsciousness, 
close to the natural drive for sleep 
and sex, according to a study con¬ 
ducted by University of Chicago 
professor, Wilhelm Hoffman. 
And that drive can be exceed¬ 
ingly hard to resist. 

“Modern life is a welter of as¬ 
sorted desires marked by frequent 
conflict and resistance, the latter 
with uneven success,” Hoffman 
said. 

“Humans are sociable creatures 
by nature, and have evolved to 
seek acceptance from others”, 
Dr. E. F. Tann, a psychologist for 
Jacksonville Independent School 
District, explains, “it becomes a 
problem when (a student) pri¬ 
oritizes the acceptance they find 
on the internet above other, more 
important things in their life.” 
Some are aware of the issue, and 
are taking measures to counter¬ 
act internet addiction. Two MIT 
Ph.D candidates, Robert Morris 
and Daniel McDuff, have gone 
as far as to develop a computing 
accessory that shocks the user 


when they’ve been staring at their 
Facebook wall for too long, help¬ 
ing to fight back against internet 
addiction. 

“I would be on Facebook, gorg¬ 
ing on pet photos, stuck in some 
weird hypnotic trance, and it 
would be minutes or even hours 
before I realized I had no desire 
to be there in the first place,” 
confesses Morris. His solution is 
a small device that zaps his wrist 
and reminds and him of the al¬ 
most autonomous behavior. 
“After a few shock exposures, 
these automatic behaviors 
seemed completely rewired. I 
no longer visited the site unless 
I wanted too...I still visited the 
site, but I wasn’t dragged there 
by some mysterious Ouija-esque 
compulsion.” 

This compulsion is what leads to 
addiction. The craving for affir¬ 
mation of one’s social standings 
as a respected member of society 
can become unhealthy if left un¬ 
checked.

Loop 323, is far more than your average comic 
book store. 

Mark Franzen, general manager of the 
store, wants to create a unique experience for 
customers. To help accomplish this, there are a 
dozen tables set up for cards and board games, 
a nook with top-of-the-line gaming computers, 
nightly events and more. Franzen said that he 
and t his customers enjoy teaching newcomers 
the ropes. 

Soon, the players begin to trickle in for 
the card tournament, along with those who 
come to watch or hang out in a safe, inclusive 
environment. The store is brimming with 
excitement. Patrons are gearing up for the Rose 
City Comic Con, and Geek World is the store 
that’s helping them do it. 

The convention will take place Saturday, 
Oct. 26 and Sunday, Oct. 27 at the Quality 
Inn of Tyler, 2843 N. N.W. Loop 323, one 
block east of Highway 69 N. Tickets will allow 
full-weekend access with additional buy-ins 
available for card tournaments at the venue. 

“This is a college town that doesn’t have

TJC police 
add cameras 
for securtiy

More than 350 surveillance cameras 
are watching TJC’s campus. There is also 
a request for 30 more coming soon. 

“The areas we try to make sure 
we get a good view of are the most 
public places where we've had incidents 
before,” said Thomas Johnson, Executive 
Director of Security and Public Services 
Careers. “That really dictates where we 
put our next one.” 

The cameras are just part of TJC’s 
overall security plan, which also includes 
the lanyard policy, the anonymous tip 
line and emergency notification system. 

The lanyard policy started three 
years ago and is still an active policy 
today. Only current students or faculty 
members can have a lanyard. 

“Were trying to be very proactive 
and remind students about our existing 
lanyard policy,” said Randy Melton, 
director of Campus Police. 

“What we found was that nearly all 
of our trouble, and all the problems we 
had were never with our students,” said 
Johnson. “It was other people coming 
on campus but they would blend in with 
backpacks. This has allowed us to find 
out who belongs here, and when we did 
that, our crime dropped.” 

The anonymous tip line is also a 
resource to report suspicious activity. To 
use it enter “tjctip” followed by a space, 
then followed by a message describing 
the situation, to 79516. 

“It really is a wonderful thing 
because that way you can be involved, 
without being involved,” said 
Johnson.“We truly have no clue who it 
is because it goes to a third party before 
it comes to us, even though it only takes 
a second. A lot of colleges are adopting 
this, and it really works well.” 

The name, phone number, and

Police. Only messages will be sent. The emergency number for 
the Campus Police is (903)-510-2222. 

“That’s our emergency number, and we recommend that 
you program that into your cell phone,” said Melton. 

Melton also has some general tips to help freshmen and 
new students avoid having trouble this year. 

“The things we have out here like misdemeanor theft, are 
crimes of opportunity,” he said. “I’d encourage you to roll up 
your windows and lock your car doors, hide things under the 
seat or in your trunk, don’t leave things in plain view inside your 
car, and once you’re here, take care of your personal property 
and don’t leave it unattended.”

Art exhibit offers 
exclusive look at 
prewar Japan

The Tyler Museum of Art is offering TJC 
students a unique view of history through a rare 
Japanese art exhibit, Deco Japan: Shaping Art 6c 
Culture, 1920-1945. 

“This is the first Japanese Art Deco exhibi¬ 
tion outside of Japan, ever,” said Derek Frazier, 
Tyler Museum of Art’s interpretation manager. 

Some students may be surprised to find 
such rare art shows are often held at the mu¬ 
seum located adjacent to TJC’s campus. 

“We are the only museum in Texas to get 
it,” said Tyler Museum of Art Communications 
and Membership Coordinator Jon Perry, while 
speaking of the exhibit. 

The unique Deco Japan show is just one 
of many different multi-cultural and historical 
art exhibits that frequent the Tyler Museum of 
Art. These exhibits can give TJC students little 
window into what life was like in another time 
and place. 

The deco art style was a movement that 
reached Japan at a very crucial time in not just 
Japanese history, but the world’s. From 1920 to 
1945, the movement spread throughout Japan. 
The world was just recovering from World War I 
and preparing for what would be World War II. 

“It kind of spread like wildfire through 
Europe, and Japan, interestingly enough, at the 
time, was somewhat isolated culturally,” said

Splinter Cell: Blacklist takes top ratings

The day runs down like a tired clock as gamers ev¬ 
erywhere immerse themselves into the all new Splinter 
CelkBlacklist. 

Splinter Cell games are third-person stealth based 
video games in which you control Sam Fisher as he 
saves the world, protecting American interests and 
looking at people through night-vision goggles. 

The first game, released in 2002, promised 
“Stealth Action Redefined,” according to IGN 
magazine’s headline. 

Splinter Cell: Blacklist is, by far, the most 
epic of the franchise. In addition to a six-to-sev- 
en hour single-player campaign, it comes with 
four types of challenge-room side-missions 
that can be tackled solo or co-op along with a 
“Spies vs. Mercs” multiplayer mode that puts 
simply designed spies against stereotypical 
burly meres. 

However, with every great game there 
are always setbacks. One of which couldn’t 
be more blatantly obvious. The original 
voice actor of Sam Fisher has changed. 

“We had one actor doing the body, the 
voice and the face. We have a camera that’s 


recording all the facial animations, so right there, because you’re 
capturing a true actor’s performance ... the level of quality is 
raised instantly.” Creative director Maxime Beland said. 

Along with the change of Sam Fisher’s voice actor, the 
general role of Sam has changed. Fisher comes across as looser 
and, at one point, there’s even a fist-bump amongst characters, 
which in is very strange, because in the original Splinter 
Cells one gets the impression that Fisher would have 
rather slit someones throat before he gave them a 
fist-bump. 

However, even with the immediate change of 
Sam Fisher, the game offers plenty of choices for 
the player. The game allows the player to keep the 
original stealth-like gameplay, or for those who 
are not fans of stealth based games; go in guns 
blazin’, unlike past Splinter Cells; Sam can 
stand up in a fair gun fight. 

The game is designed beautifully 
with an open world sandbox allowing 
players to really get a feel of the almost 
RPG like gameplay. 

The last question though, is it 
worth the money? Yes. It’s a great game 
with incredibly smooth gameplay and 
transitions into the game itself. Splinter 
Cell: Blacklist offers something for every type 
of gamer and would be money well spent.

Following last year’s success, Apaches continue their winning ways

A month into the 2013 season, TJC head volleyball coach 
Ronda Shirley is happy with the way her No. 7 Apaches have 
played, but she knows they can get even better. 

Going into Wednesday night’s contest at Panola College 
the Apaches were 10-2 (2-0 in Region XIV), losing to only 
Blinn College, the No. 1 team in the nation, and the University 
of Texas - Brownsville. 

“It has been a pretty typical beginning of a season,” Shirley 
said. “We are just trying to gel, trying to get some consistency. 
Every year it’s kind of like a brand-new team, especially at the 
junior college level. Record-wise, I am happy, obviously. I think 
we are finding more consistency than inconsistency and just try¬ 
ing to find the right kind of chemistry on the court.” 

Looking to build off of last season’s fifth-place finish at the 
national tournament, the team opened the season with three 
straight victories against Gulf Coast State College, Vernon Ju¬ 
nior College and Western Texas College. Only the match against 
Western Texas went more than three games and the Apaches 
won that one in four. 

The first real test for TJC came in their fourth match of the 
season against Blinn College. Despite staying close in the first 
two games, the Apaches were swept 25-23,25-22,25-14. 

It the team needed a wake-up call early in the season, it 
came in that loss. 

“It is always hard to lose, but I like to do it early on, when 
it’s not counting, like a conference match,” Shirley said. “I think 
the incoming kids were, to be honest, a little bit intimidated by 
the size of Blinn, the appearance of Blinn.” 

“We played with them pretty well for the first two games. 
So I think it taught the freshmen not to look at a team and have 
a preconception of what they can do. We should have beat them. 
I just think intimidation set in.” 

Since then, the Apaches have lost only two games. Their 


the depth that this year’s squad has. 

The team plays with an up-tempo style of offense and an 
aggressive defense and Shirley said that things are finally starting 
to click with this year’s team. 

That style has translated into some positive team chemistry, 
which the team credits to their success. 

“We are all coming together,” sophomore libero Jacqueline 
Perez said. “We all get along with each other. We are all on the 
same page. We know what we want and we know the goals that 
we are going to reach.” 

Perez, from Baytown, was singled out by Shirley as one of 
the team’s leaders. She missed most of last season with an injury 
but did return for the national tournament. Shirley described her 
as not a vocal leader, but one that speaks with her actions. 

And with a chance to 

be on the court instead of - 

on the bench with an injury, 

Perez is making the most of 
it. 

“Coming out here, start¬ 
ing and being able to be on 
the court is just a good feel¬ 
ing to see that all my hard 
work has paid off,” Perez said. 

Both players and their 
coach think this year’s team 
has the potential to match 

the success of last year’s ^—————— 

squad and beyond. With 

that ambition, a second consecutive national tournament ap¬ 
pearance and a possible national title in November are in reach. 

“We get one percent better each day,” sophomore middle 
blocker Malicia Fluellen said. “Every minute, every second that 
we touch a ball on the court, that is just us getting better and 
better for the next go-around.” 

“We are going to be amazing. We are going to go to the na¬ 
tional tournament and we are going to win it - top five, hopefully 
be in that No. 1 spot. Not hopefully, we will be.”

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Beginners start from scratch, learning the basics 
of getting into mountain biking

For several years now, Tyler, Texas has joined 
together, expanding one of the most common sports 
from the 90s; mountain biking. With the help of 
local bike stores and four trails added by the city, 
the community has grown, allowing more people to 
participate and experience the great adrenaline rush 
from a heart-racing bike ride. Not very many people 
know where to begin, but it all starts with a good 
mindset and the right gear. 

“Generally when you first start riding you need 
to go ahead and be prepared that you’re gonna fall,” 
said salesman Lance Eitel from Simpson’s Fitness & 
Adventure Sports. 

Even after three years it’s still normal to end up 
on the ground, but, as a beginner, it is important to 
know what can happen and how it can be prevented. 

“ Definitely wear a helmet. That’s a given,” said 
Joe Self, manager of Elite Bicycles. “A lot of people 
are like Ah I don’t need a helmet, I’m not gonna be 
going fast.’A lot of the crashes are at slow speeds.” 

Some of the biggest problems come from not 
wearing the right equipment or not paying attention 
to the surroundings. 

Wearing a helmet is always mandatory to avoid 
head injuries. Helmets with visors and sunglasses 
also come in handy to keep off too much sunlight, 
tree branches, and limbs that stick out when corners 
are turned. 

“Staying hydrated is probably the biggest thing 
and staying alert,” said Blake Winningham, a bike 
rider and student at Robert E Lee High School. “I’ve 
learned to always wear a helmet and to also make

back and even wearing the right clothing can make it Tyler is a combination of fitness and 


easier to deal with. For instance, wearing thin shirts 
or jerseys can make a huge difference from wearing 
a regular t-shirt that sticks to your body and attracts 
more heat.
